President to Visit any Place or 


Person. 
He Comes to Rest.

The arrangements for receiving the 


presi jentinl party are undergoing change 
and are nearing completion, The follow- 
ing letter was issued today:

Grand Army posts on the occasion of the 
^isitot'the President of the United States 
and menibers of tiis cabinet to our city.

The program as printed in yesterday's 


TRAXSCKIPT -will be carried out. Some 
few additions will be made. Among those 
from this city who will meet the presi- 
dential party and escort it to the fair 
grounds are Senator Lawrence, Represen- 
tatives Hichmond and Magenis, Col. John 
Bracewell, president of tho senate and 
tho committees of the council chosen 
Tuesday evening to consider the appro- 
priation for the presidential exercises. 
There are jiow some signs of decorating. 
The city hall is being put in gay trim- 
mings. The decorating at the fair ground3 
is proceeding. 


The decorators are at work at Adams 


tbis morning and the display of flags and 
banting and pictures of President McKiu- 
ley will be numerous. Tho office of W. B_ 
Plunkett will be tastefully decorated, and 
"Old Glory" will wave a welcome to the 
presidential party from the top of the 
largest rail! of its kind in 1 ha county. 


Mr. Plunkett was scon this morning at 


his residence and in substance Baid: 


I have just reoaived a telegram ftoni th'i 


President's stenographer saying lhat later 
in the day he would wire me the exact 
time the paHy will reach Albany. I am. 
not yet sure over which route the Pres- 
ident will come. 
It may bo by way of 


the Pittsbarg' system or the Boston & 
Albany by tho way of Albary, 1 expect, 
however, that he will come by the latter 
route. There will be a special train and I 
think they will arrive about 9 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 
After breakfast 


and a rest the party will go to North 
Adams reaching there about 2 or 2.30. 
The program in North 
Adams 
has 


already been fully given. On the return 
on Wednesday the time will be spent at 
my home and an opportunity given the 
President to rest. I assured him when I 
saw bim a few days ago that if he would 
come here he should have an ample 
opportunity for rest and recreation. 


"I have received already nearly a score 


of invitations for the President to do tbis 
or do that, but aside from the North 
Adams visit on "Wednesday there is no 
itiner3r established for the time the Presi- 
dent and his party will remain in Berk- 
shire. I cannot reply personally at this 
time to all these invitations and 1 woul.i 
like to say to the people through the col- 
umns of the press that all these invita- 
tions will be laid before the President and 
he will then do as lie pleases without in- 
fluence from me. If he denires to rest and 
have a few carriige rides and meet a few 
people his wishes will be followed. Per- 
sonally I enjoy meeting large bodies of 
people and bustle and excitement. 


If the President desires to accept the in- 


vitation of the people of Franklin ocunty 
to visit their coaching parade at Green- 
field on Friday I shall be plensed to have 
him. The invitation of Mr. Wood to give 
his residence for the usoof the President's 
party is a generous one and is appre- 
ciated. 


President McKiuley has received an in- 


vitation from John Sloan of Lenox to visit 
him at his Lenox cottage on Friday. The 
President and Mr. Sloan were members of 
the committee on ways and means of the 
house of representatives and are personal 
friends. Mr. Sloan is very anxiouti that 
the President should come there and has 
planned a reception for Friday, contin- 
gent of course, on the acceptance of the 
President. 


"I have an idea that we shall visit Wil. 


liamstown, Lenox and Stockbridge and 
Probably Great Harrington, but I desire to 
emphasize the statement that there is no 
definite plan for the six days the President 
and his friends will remain in Berkshire 
with the exception of the program for 
Wednesday. I have just received a tele- 
gram from Senator Henry Oabot Lodge 
saying that he will reach North Adtirus at 
at 1,20 Wednesday. Congressman Walker 
has also 
written 
me this morning

ent. 
The 
North 
Adams 
people 


I understand have other acceptances. 
Secretary Long and Mrs. Long will arrive 
here this evening, coming direct from 
Boston. They will be the guests of my 
brother, Charles T. Plunkett. Col. Goet- 
ting, the chairman of the Republican 
state committee, has written me that he 
will be here this evening. He desires to 
induce the President to attend the Re- 
publican state convention at Boston on 
the 29th. lam confident, from what the 
President said to me that Col. Goetting's 
mission will be unsuccessful. The Presi- 
dent has a busy time before him when he 
returns to Washington, and it cannot be 
put too strongly that he comes to Berk- 
shire for rest. I pcrsume on Sunday he 
will attend the Congregational church of 
which Rsv.A.B. Penuiman is the pastor," 


Mr. Plunkett is the superintendent of

A Big Law Suit. 


The Troy Times' Bennington corres- 


pondent writes: "One of the most import- 
ant land cases ever heard in Vermont will 
be that of the Bennington & Glasteubury 
railroad, Mining and Manufacturing com- 
pany—-practically the heirs of the late 
Trenor W. Park ot Bennington—against 
the Newton brothers, John C. and Moses, 
the Deerfield River company, with some 
contractors who worked under them, for 
willful trespass In cutting timber on lands 
of 
the former in 
Glastenbury, near 


Benningtou, 
a 
son - in - law 
of 


Park, is the 
cbief one in 
push- 


ing the suit. The Newtons, who reside 
in Holyoke, Massachusetts, where they 
carried on a large business, also operate a 
large pulp mill and other business at 
Readsboro, Bennington county, were 
served with attachments on property in 
Readsboro and Wilmington about a year 
and a half ago. The suit will probably be 
called at the December term of the 
County Court at Bennington, but it may 
not be tried by a jury, such cases being 
usually decided by a referee. The suit 
is for §30,000, land to 
the extent of 


16,000 acres is covered by it, and the 
claim is for triple damages under the 
statute applying to the cutting of trees 
entirely without right. 
The Newtons 


claim title under deeds from people who 
claim to be the heirs-at-law of several of 
the original grantees 
of Glastenbury. 


These deeds ran to Charles S. Chase, a 
Whitinghatu. lawyer, and Chase in turn 
made the deeds over to the Newtons 
Under this color title the defendants and 
their contractors did extensive lumbering 
operations,"cutting trees on lots that cover 
16,000 acres. The Bennington and Glasten- 
bury company claim that it and their pre- 
decessors in title can show ownership of 
the land for half a century, paying taxes 
on the same, building a railroad into the 
forests into the mountains, constructing 
large mills, and for a period of 20 years 
doing a large business there. The rail, 
road was given up a few yeors ago, as the 
company had removed all the soft timber 
that would pay. Lawyer O. M. Barber o,- 
Arlington, E. G. Bacon of Sunderland 
and Norman Mattison of Glastenbury, ar- 
sisted by a number of Woodford men 
have begun to run out the lines con_ 
tiguoua to Woodford, Glastenbury and 
Somernat between the lands owned by the 
Newtons and General McCuliougb."

An adjourned meeting of the city coun- 


cil was held last night and by dint of good 
rulings on the part of E. S. Wilkinson, 
who was In the chair, sorao business was 
transacted. 
Mr. Hamer evidently in- 


tended to be as "many" UK be baa been 
on previous occasions, but be didn't fully 
succeed. Mr. Wills was with. -Mr. Hamer 
in his loneliness. 


The council was called to order by 


George B. Perry, President Bracewell not 
being present. 
E. S. Wilkinson was 


chosen president pro tern. The regular 
order of business was adopted and a com- 
munication from the mayor was read. It 
returned the sidepath league ordinance 
without the mayor's approval, because of 
its indefiniteness. It was suggested that 
the city engineer confer with a member 
of the league and decide upon a plan of 
constructing a sidepath, the league to de- 
posit enough money with the city for the 
construction of the path. The communi- 
cation was placed on file. 


The following communication from the 


mayor with reference to President Mc- 
Kinley's visit was read by Clerk Brooker. 


"It is 
expected that the president 


of the United States, the secretary of 
war, the secretary of the navy and 
the attorney-general will be present in 
our city on Wednesday of this week. I 
am sure that the city council and the citi- 
zens of North Adams will gladly do all in 
their power to show their appreciation of 
the visit of such distinguished gnests and 
will provide everything that will aiid to 
their comfort and welfare. I have taken 
the liberty to appoint a large number of 
special officers and have invited Sheriff 
Fuller and his deputies to be present. I 
have also ordered a temporary bridge to 
be built over the Hoosac river at the foot 
of Main street for the occasion; and also 
ordered carriages for the conveyance of 
the presidential party to the fair grounds. 
I would suggest that an appropriation be 
made for these and other necessary ex- 
penses from the contingent fund." 


The chair said the matter was an ordi- 


nary one and hoped it would not be given 
more than ordinary attention. On motion 
of" Mr. Tilton a committee consisting of 
Councilman Tilton, Mort, Perry, Flagg 
and Brown, was chosen to consider the 
proper appropriation to he made and re_ 
port at the conclusion of the general order 
of business. 


Councilman Mort, for the street"com- 


mittee reported favorably on the mayor's 
suggestion to pave Church street as far 
north as Lawrence avenue, but that it 
was not expedient to pave from Lawrence 
avenue to Bradley street. Mr. Hamer 
moved that the report be received and the 
chair informed him that such a motion 
was unnecessary. His motion was not 
recorded and of course was not put. 


The same councilman asked if the 


committee on streets had any knowl- 
edge about what the'state would do in 
the matter. Mr. Mort did not know of 
any special obligations. Some of the state 
officials had complained that a proper ap' 
proach had not been made to the normal 
school and the city is under moral obliga- 
tions to provide a suitable 
one. 
Mr. 


Hamer asked if the committee had con- 
sidered the material for paving that street 
and he was told there was no motion be- 
fore the house and until there was a mo- 
tion the council would be irregular in 
doing business. 


Mr. Barnard moved that City Engineer 


Emigh confer with a person whom the 
sidepath league should select and make 
.plans for a sidepath as outlined by the 
•wheelmen and that the wheelmen deposit 
.money for the construction of that side- 
path, the surplus money if any to be re- 
turned to the league. The motion was 
carried. 


Mr. Mort moved that the portion of 


Church street from Elmwood avenue to 
Lawrence avenue be paved with vitrified 
brick or other suitable material. Mr. Til- 
ton amended the motion to include the 
grading and'making of gutters and side- 
walks between Lawrence avenue and 
Bradley street. Mr. Tilton withdrew his 
motion because it might conflict with the 
statute for permanent improvements. 


Mr. Wills moved to go into the com- 


mittee of the whole. The chair said the 
business was on the motion before the 
house. Mr. Hamer inquired it a com- 
mittee of the whole was not proper. The 
chair conferred with the clerk and ruled 
it proper. Mr. Brown and Mr. Mort 
wondered what the advantage would be 
and Mr. Wills said the business 
was 


'•mammoth" and Mr. Hamer said an ad- 
vantage was that a councilman could talk 
as much as he pleased and ask questions. 
The motion to go into the committee of 
the whole was lost. 


Mr. Barnard asked if a waiver of dam- 


ages hod.been obtained from all abutters. 
A recent communication from the mayor 
was read to show that arrangements had 
been made with most ot the abutters so 
that damages would not be claimed. Mr. 
Wills asked if there was not an ordinance 
prohibiting the changing of a grade with- 
out all rights to damages being waived- 
The chair said there had been a recom- 
mendation to that effect, but that could be 
superseded by the action of the council. 
Mr. Perry wanted to know if the pro- 
posed action would not involve the city. 
The chair said the mayor had said no 
litigation was anticipated. 
Mr. Hamer 


was told there was no city ordinance pro- 
hibiting the changing of grade without 
a waiver of damages and Mr. Tilton was 
told that probably no retaining walls 
would be built. 


Mr. Whitaker gave figures showing that 


553,400 would pay for paving Marshall, 
Main and the part of Church street in 
question. 
Fifty thousand dollars have 


bean authorized out of the permanent 
improvement loan and now only |5,000 
would be asked for. It was the original 
plan to ask for f25,000, but changed condi- 
tions make a much smaller sum necessary, 


Mr. Mort explained tna.t it was the in- 


tention onlj:-,i» establish Ui&gr»d»i»B<i to I 


build sidewalks on Church street this year 
and leave the paving to another year. 


Mr. Hamer talked about what he waa 


glad to see, the normal school and other 
things, but he thought that a gravel street 
would be more In keeping with the sur- 
roundings at the normal school 
than 


a brick 
pavement, 
for he was 
in 


Poughkeepsie and found the folks there 
dissatlBBed with a smooth brick pavement 
on which horses feet slipped. The roll 
was called and there were 14 yeas and two 
nays, Messrs. Hamer and Wills. 


Mr. Whitalcer moved the borrowing ef 


55,000 at a rate not to exceed 3J per cent- 
Messrs. Hamer and Wills voted against 
the order, but it was carried. 


Mr. Hamer moved that the commis- 


sioner of public works report the part the 
Hoosac Valley Street railroad will pay 
towards the Main street bridge and how 
much the abutments cost and if they were 
built by contract. Mr. Perry moved to 
amend that the commissioner "be re- 
quested." Mr. Hamer would not accept 
the amendment. He thought a certain 
councilman wanted to amend every mo- 
tion he made. Mr. Perry hoped he would 
have the grace to amend every motion 
that needed amending. He thought Mr. 
Hamer's motion showed that it needed 
amending: 
"Ordered that the commis- 


sioner report." The motion was carried 
as amended. 


Then there was offered the following 


motion by Mr. Hamer. 


Ordered, "That the commissioner of 


public works tell the conncil by what 
right he ia doing such extensive and ex- 
pensive work in the Union tearing up a 
good walk, one of the best in the city, 
laid only a abort time ago with grate 
curbing; also, who ordered the change in 
the grade of the street and all the ex- 
penses contemplated. Is there any under- 
standing with Houghton and Gallup 
that they are to pay any part of the ex- 
pense? Why has this work been begun 
without consulting the council?" 


The councilman presenting this order 


had 
a 
long 
talk 
about 
it, and 


had 
such 
definite 
information 
to 


give the council as "a man told him who 
said he ivas told hy another man," etc. 
Mr. Hamer was very serious about the 
"doings" in the Union while other folk 
were mildly convulsed. A few council- 
men had remarks to make and Mr. Perry 
very courageously set out to say some- 
thing.
